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PEEFACE. 



I do not, of course, compare the collection of Mr. Buckley 
with the perennial collections of Bates and Wallace, which 
increased by one-third the known butterflies ; but I do not 
hesitate in saying, that during the twenty-five years in which 
I have been a student of these things, no such single col- 
lection (either for its perfection or extent) has been brought 
to Europe. 

Mr. Buckley was only absent from England fourteen 
months ; he had to cross the Andes from Guayaquil to reach 
his hunting-ground, had almost constant rain during his 
absence, and yet contrived to bring home with him 5000 
butterflies, most of them as fresh and beautiful as if they had 
been reared from the caterpillars at home. I did not think 
it necessary, in describing the new species, to attach the 
exact locality to each, since they were all taken over a district 
less in extent than that of England : but to meet the wishes 
of others, who think diflerently, I have added a list of the 
species, with the precise locality of each. The furthest point 
reached by Mr. Buckley was St. Rosas, on the Napo river. 
He left Guayaquil on the 5th of July, 1868, and, after staying 
ten days at Riobamba and Bafios, and nearly two months at 
St. Ines (a solitary hut), he reached Canelos on the 17th of 
October. From Canelos he went to Sarayaco, leaving it on 
the 30th of November for St. Rosas, staying on his way for a 
month at Curaray. He remained a very short time at St. 
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Rosas^ returning again to Cnraray and Sarayaco, from 
whence he made an excursion down the Rio Bobanaza to the 
mouth of the Rio Ratimo^ spending several days upon the 
banks of that river. He was again^ on his return journey, 
at Canelos, at St. Ines another month, stayed at Jorge 
twenty days, and reached Guayaquil on the 26th of June. 
Four genera are largely represented in this collection, as 
will be seen by the new species described ; these are Leptalis, 
Ithomia, Eresia, and Mesosemia. It may be interesting to 
state that the Morpho PAanodemm, one of a race which 
usually fly so high that it is impossible to catch them, was 
passing near the ground, with the immoveable flight of a 
bird of prey, when it was knocked down by Mr. Buckley^s 
hat, and that the only specimen he saw of the Agrias Beatu 
fica was caught under a basket by a native boy. 

I have described 145 new species, minus two in which I 
had been anticipated. I might have added many more, 
which would have been considered good by other Lepido- 
pterists. In the Hesperida I have several other new species, 
but so obscure that I am unwilling to put them into print. 

1 have to regret the following errors. My Eueides Aca- 
cetes has been previously described by Mr. Bates under the 
name of Lampeto, 

Herrich-Schaffer has divided my Ithomia Lavinia, pro- 
posing the name of Vanilia for figures 85 & 36.. Lavinia will 
therefore stand for figure 84, and the name of Mirza cease. 

Mr. Kirby proposes to call Eresia Mylitta E. Bella^ my 
name having been used in Melittea.

In this genus the collection is not rich. It contains few 
species, the most interesting of which are : — 

P. Zagrem, P, Columbm. P. Ctesias, P. Coristheu^ (P. 
AHsteuSy CrdLm..) : my specimen agrees veryvi^ell with Cramer's 
figure, but is as large as P. xanthoplewra oi Salvin. 

There is one species only which I consider new, and this 
is remarkable for the white bands of both wings.

The genus Pieris contains the following rare species in 
abundahce : — 

P. Casia of Lucas and P. cinerea which I have de- 
scribed but not yet figured. 

In Hesperocharis there are two species of interest, H. 
Nereis of Felder, and H. Hirlanda (var. Helvia) in great 
beauty. 

Of Colias there is a single representative. 

Callidryas contains a female of C Cypris {Rurina^ Felder). 

In Terias I have ventured to describe one species which I 
believe to be new. I must apologize for adding one more to 
the perplexing maze of descriptions with which we are already 
suflBciently puzzled.

In Leptalis the collection is of great value, and contains a 
large portion of the rarest species which have been hitherto 
figured or described. I did at first believe that I should 
have the pleasure of describing ten new species; two of 
these, however, have been put together as the sexes of one 
species, and another has been previously described by me 
from the collection of Mr. Druce. I have added a list of all 
the species to show the extraordinary richness of the collec- 
tion in these very rare things.

In Ecuador Mr. Buckley seems to have reached the head- 
quarters of the Heliconidce generally, but more especially of 
the genus Ithomia, not only capturing a number of new and 
remarkable species, but also many which we have received 
from the Amazon and from Bogota. 

In the genus Heliconia, although four species only are de- 
scribed which are new, the collection contains several which 
have been hitherto very rare — amongst them H, Cyrbia, H. 
notabilis of Salvin (near to H, Xenoclea), and H, Telesiphe, 
Of the ever- varying H, Theladope there is one beautiful variety 
which, without the scarlet at the base of both wings, has the 
rays only of the posterior wing broad and vivid.

Although there is no new species to record in the genus 
Catagramma, there is a fine series of several species which 
have imtil now been very rare — C Excelsior, C. Hesperis, 
and C, Maimuna of the two varieties which occur in C. Eu- 
nomitty carmine in one, orange-yellow in the other. 

When I figured C. Alicia as a species distinct from C, 
Vaninka, it was with considerable hesitation. I have now, 
however, a series of each, and find that, besides the diflFerences 
then pointed out in the form of the transverse band of the 
anterior wing and the presence of an apical spot of blue, the 
bands on the underside of the posterior wing of Alicia are 
much nearer together.

under the name of Hemichrysa. I would gladly adopt the 
generic name which Dr. Felder has given to this species were 
it not at the expense of scientific accuracy, since it scarcely 
difiers at all from Pandora.

Unwilling always to create new genera, I have felt it 
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necessary to make the four which follow. I have not done 
so, however, (not content with my own knowledge on the 
subject) without having the best advice. As to the position 
of Threnodes, which unfortunately has no antennae, I had so 
much doubt that I hesitated to place it in this family until I 
had obtained the opinion of Professor Westwood. Mr. Bates 
(who has studied this group at home and in their native 
wilds) has kindly examined the species constituting the genera 
Imelda and Lucilla, and confirms the opinion I had formed, 
that they cannot be associated with any of the known genera, 
in all of which they would appear quite out of place. With 
regard to Compsateria I have no doubt. 

LUCILLA, Hewitson. 

Head rather large. Eyes smooth. Palpi short, not 
visible from above, tomentose. Antennae longer than half 
the wing, slightly thicker towards the point, spotless. Ab- 
domen little more than half the length of the posterior wing. 
Anterior wing with the costal and outer margins and apex 
slightly convex : the costal nervure half as long as the wing, 
the subcostal nervure with three branches — ^two before (one 
very near) the end of the cell, the third branch halfway 
between the end of the cell and the apex : the cell broad, 
nearly half the length of the wing : the first discocellular 
obsolete, the second and third of nearly equal length joining 
the median nervure immediately after its second branch : the 
first discoidal nervure emitted from the subcostal a little 
beyond the cell, the second from the middle of the cell. 
Posterior wing regularly convex : the cell little more than 
one-third the length of the wing: the first discocellular 
leaves the subcostal immediately below its branch, the second 
joins the median close after its second branch : the discoidal 
emitted before the middle of the end of the cell.

Upperside. Male, — Black. Anterior wing with a broad 
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oval orange band at the middle. Posterior wing cerulean 
blue with the nervures, the costal margin and apex (which 
are broad) ^ and the outer mai^in black.

branches nearly equidistant : the cell broad^ half as long as 
the wing : the first discoidal nervure emitted at the end of 
the cell^ the second a little before the middle of the cell.

Uppebside. ^ Male. — Brilliant glossy dark blue, slightly 
tinted with green.

(which is broad) black. Anterior wing with the costal margin 
brown : crossed by a subapical broad band of white bordered 
with black. 

Underside as above, except that it is grey-brown, that 
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each wing has two small subbasal spots and a linear spot at 
the end of the cell of dark brown^ and that the inner band 
is much broader.

COMPSOTERIA. 

Head small. Eyes smooth. Palpi long and slender^ 
smooth^ the terminal joint rather short. Antennse slender^ 
slightly thicker towards the pointy half the length of the wing^ 
spotted with white. Abdomen as long as the wing. Ante- 
rior wing with the costal margin nearly straight^ rounded 
towards the apex: the outer margin rounded at the middle: 
the costal nervure half as long as the wing: the subcostal 
nervure with four* equidistant branches^ two before the 
end of the cell. The cell half the length of the wing^ closed 
by the discocellular nervures by an inward curve: the first 
nervure shorty the second and third of equal lengthy and 
joining the median after its second branch. Posterior wing 
short with the apex at an acute angle but rounded^ the outer 
margin slightly curved : the cell short : the first discocellular 
nervure short : the discoidal nervure emitted near to the 
subcostal. 

104. Comnsoteria Gascella. 

Upperside. Male. — Transparent lilac-white: all the 
margins and the nervures (which are broad) brown. Ante- 
rior wing with the cell crossed at the middle by a black line : 
the apex (which is dark brown and covers nearly half the 
wing) is crossed by a broad band of orange^ marked by two 
small transparent spots. 

* This is without counting the termination of the subcostal nervure 
(as some do), which ought to be considered a fifth branch if we are to 
count a third median nervule. 
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Underside as above^ except that the costal margin of 
the posterior wing is marked at its base by three spots 
of white^ and at its apex by a spot of orange.

In the genus Lycana there is one species only. In Thecla 
there are several^ interesting chiefly from their dissimilarity 
to any that we know. Of these^ I now describe 16 that are 
new^ and am sorry that I cannot aid the descriptions by com- 
parison with known species. There is one specimen^ a female^ 
of the beautiful and very rare T. corcnata, one also of 
T. Tuneta. 

106. Thecla Timodea. 

Uppebside. Male. — ^Violet-blue. Anterior wing with 
an oblong brown discal spot within the cell^ the costal and 
outer margins and apex very broadly dark brown. Posterior 
wing with two tails : the apex and outer margin dark brown : 
the lobe large^ marked by a red spot. 

Underside dark brown^ paler towards the outer margins. 
Both wings crossed by two submai^inal bands of dark brown. 
Anterior wing with the dark brown of the base bounded by 
a line of darker colour beyond the middle. Posterior wing 
with a spot near the base and three spots beyond the middle 
towards the apex blue: a linear spot near the middle of 
the costal margin and some indistinct lines across the middle 
of the wing white : a black spot crowned with red : a 
minute spot of white above the lobe, and above it a linear 
red spot.

Both wings crossed beyond the middle 
by a white linear band ending at the first median nervule of 
the anterior wing, forming a large and distinct W on the 
posterior wing : both crossed by a submarginal band of white 
bordered outwardly with darker colour and again with white. 
Anterior wing white and polished where it meets the lower 
wing, except below the shoulder, where it is black. Poste- 
rior wing with the shoulder much projected : the lobe and a 
small spot above the tail black bordered above with scarlet : 
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the margin brown^ bordered above with white : the fringe 
white.

Nearly allied to T. Acameda of Hewitson, from which it 
differs chiefly in having a discal spot. 

116. Thecia Carteia. 

Uppbrside. Male. — Brilliant morpho-blne. Anterior 
wing with the costal margin, the apex (which is broad), and 
the outer margin to the submedian nervure black. Poste- 
rior wing with two tails : brown and polished where the wings 
meet : the fringe dark brown. 

Underside drab or stone-colour. Both wings crossed 
beyond the middle by a band of white, bordered inwardly 
with rufous-brown : undulated on the anterior wing, very 
irregular and broken into spots on the posterior wing. An- 
terior wing paler where the wings meet^ brown under the 
projecting shoulder of the posterior wing. Posterior wing 
with a submarginal zigzag band of brown, bordered on both 
sides with white : the lobe and a spot between the tails 
black, bordered above with scarlet : the outer margin brown^ 
bordered inwardly with white. 

Exp. 1-^ inch. 

Near to T, AmbraXy but without the discal spot. 

116. Thecia Cordelia. 

Upferside dark brown. Anterior wing with part of 
the base towards the inner margin dull blue. Posterior wing 
with two tails : dull blue, with all the margins broadly dark 
brown. 

Underside stone-colour. Both wings crossed beyond 
the middle by two undefined bands of white. Anterior wing

Posterior wing with a subbasal band of spots^ two lines at 
the end of the cell, and a band of isolated spots at the 
middle all white : the lobe (which is black) and a small black 
spot above the tails bordered above with orange : the margin 
rufous-brown bordered inwardly with white. 
Exp. 1^ inch. 

Belongs to the group which contains T. Laustis of Cramer. 

117. Thecla Thespia. 

TJpPERsiDE. Male. — Brilliant morpho-blue. Anterior 
wing dark brown, the apex pointed. Posterior wing with 
two tails : the fringe brown. • 

Underside green, brown towards the outer margins. 
Both wings crossed beyond the middle by three linear bands 
of white nearly straight on the anterior wing : the first band 
of the posterior wing commencing on the costal margin by 
an isolated linear spot, the W very distinct, the third band 
much curved : the lobe, a large spot between the tails, and 
a similar spot near the apex each brick-red and marked by a 
black spot. Both wings with the margin black bordered 
inwardly with white. 

Exp. 1^ inch. 

A very beautiful species, and unlike any other. 

118. Thecla Beera. 

Uppersidb. Male, — Violet-blue. Anterior wing with 
the apex (which is broad) and the costal and outer margins 
(which are narrow) black : the discal spot oval and dark 
brown. Posterior wing with two tails : the outer margin 
narrow, black. 

Underside drab or stone-colour. Anterior wing crossed 
beyond the middle by a very straight rufous-brown band 
bordered outwardly with white : a submarginal brown band.

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Posterior wing crossed beyond the middle by a mfons band 
bordered outwardly first with black and then with white, 
commencing on the costal margin by a detached spot, zigzag 
near the inner margin : a spot at the lobe and a large spot 
between the tails (marked by a black spot) scarlet : a white 
band bordered outwardly with black between these spots and 
the apex : the outer margin black bordered inwardly with 
white. 

Exp. l^-^ inch. 

Nearly allied to T, Temesa of Hewitson, figs. 284, 285. 

119. Thecla Bosora. 

Uppbrside. Male. — DuU blue. Anterior wing with 
the costal and outer margins and apex (which is rounded) 
broadly brown : the discal spot very large and of a brilliant 
blv£. Posterior wing with the outer margin black, narrow, 
bordered inwardly near the tails with white : the fringe 
brown traversed by a white line. 

Underside oUve-brown, darker towards the outer 
margins, which are black bordered inwardly with white. 
Anterior wing crossed beyond the middle by two linear bands 
of white : the first band with a detached spot near the inner 
margin: the anal angle white. Posterior wing crossed at 
the middle by six detached linear white spots bordered 
inwardly with black : crossed beyond the middle by a band 
of seven lunular white spots : a large spot at the lobe (which 
is black), a spot between the tails (marked by a black spot), 
and a spot near the apex all scarlet and bordered above by 
the lunular spots of the transverse band. 

Exp. 1-^ inch. 

Nearly like the last described on the underside. 

120. Thecla Camissa. 

Upperside. Male. — Ultramarine or French blue. An- 
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terior wing with the cell and the inner half of the wing 
below the first median nervule from the base to the outer 
margin nearly, blue : the remainder of the wing dark brown 
irrorated with blue between the median nervules. Posterior 
wing with two tails : the costal margin (which is broad) and 
the outer margin (which is narrow) dark brown. 

Underside stone-colour tinted with green. Both wings 
crossed beyond the middle by a band of white bordered in- 
wardly with black, commencing on the costal margin of the 
posterior wing by a detached spot and straight to the W 
which is large and distinct: the lobe black bordered with 
scarlet, a large scarlet spot between the tails marked with 
black, both bordered above with black and white . a series of 
brown spots bordered on both sides with white between 
these and the apex: the outer margin black bordered in- 
wardly with white. 

Exp. l-py inch. 

This species belongs to a numerous group, of which Beon 
is one, which I hope to figure in Part V. of the Lyccenida. 
On the underside they differ little. 

121. Thecla Calesia. 

Upperside dark brown : the basal half of both wings 
brilliant green-blue. Posterior wing with one tail, the lobe 
large and projecting.

HESPERID^. 

In this family there are nearly one hundred species, some 
of them until now very rare. In the genus PyrrJiopyga I 
have described two new species, one of which, P. spatiosa, 
surpasses in size any of the known HespericUe. P. Nurscia 
of Swainson, hitherto unique in the Hope Museum, is abun- 
dant, as well as the beautiful P. Zereda {Hygieia, Felder), 
described by me from the collection of Mr. Bates, and the 
still more beautiful P. pardalina 6f the Pelders. Amongst 
other notable species, I may mention Oxynetra semihyalina 
and Hesperia vulpina, both of the ' No vara.'

UppbrsidC Bod^overed With rufous hair. Abdomen 
dark brown, belted with grey-white. Wings blue-black. 
Anterior wing with a triangular rufous spot of hair at the 
base : marked by three transparent white spots : the first 
and largest at the middle tripartite, the second bipartite, 
the third subapical tripartite. Posterior wing rufous, with 
the costal and outer margins broadly black. 

Underside blue-black. Anterior wing with the three 
spots as above. Posterior wing with two minute red spots 
near the base. 

Exp. 3 inches. 

The largest known species, most like Cometes of Cramer. 
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125. Fyrrhppyga ArsBthyrea. 

Upperside blue-'Black. The forenead, palpi, and anus 
carmine : the fringe white. Posterior wing with the outer 
margin broadly lilac- white, divided by the nervures into pyra- 
midal spots. 

Underside. Anterior wing as above, except that it is 
slightly irrorated with white near the middle of the outer 
margin. Posterior wing lilac- white, intersected by the ner- 
vures which are black : the base violet-blue to the middle of 
the wing nearly. 

Exp. 2 inches. 

Much like P. Aziza of Hewitson on the upperside. On 
the underside, whilst this species has the outer half of the 
posterior wing white, Aziza is white at the base. 



126. iEthilla Epicra. 

Upperside dark brown : the fringe white. Both wings 
crossed near the middle by two bands of darker colour. 

Underside. Anterior wing as above. Posterior wing 
with the outer margin grey towards the anal angle, with a 
short white band above it sinuated on its outer border. 

Exp. 2^ inches. 

The outer margin of this species, like JEthilla Eleusiriia, 
forms a slightly curved line from the apex of the anterior 
wing (which is acute) to the anal angle of the posterior 
wing. 

127. iEthilla Echina. 

Upperside dark brown : t\iQ fringe brown. Both wings 
crossed beyond the middle by two bands of paler colour : the 
inner band broken on the posterior wing. 

Underside. Anterior wing as above, except that there

is a small white apical and subapical spot. Posterior wing 
with the outer margin broadly grey, except at the apex : a 
mlmarginal band of white dentated on both sides, and above 
this a short broader band also white from the abdominal fold 
to the middle of the wing.

Shape of H. Tiacella of Hewitson (Exot. But. f. 27). The 
antennae are, like those of H, Cynisca of Swainson, unusually 
long. 

129. Hesperia Hermesia. 

Upperside dark brown. Anterior wing marked by five 
transparent spots : one semitransparent at the middle of the 
submedian nervure, the second within the cell, the third (the 
largest) below this, the fourth between these and the outer 
margin, and the fifth (trifid) before the apex. 

Underside dark brown. Anterior wing as above, ex- 
cept that the spot within the cell is extended to the costal 
margin, that the spot on the submedian nervure is larger, 
and that there is a pale spot at the apex. Posterior wing 
irrorated with white near the base : crossed near the apex 
from the costal margin to the middle of the outer margin by 
a broad band of pale yellow. 

Exp. 1-,^ inch. 

Form, size, and general appearance of H. Salius of Cramer.

130. Hesperia Hermoda. 

IJppERsiDE dark brown : the fringe rufous-white. Ante- 
rior wing with seven transparent white spots : two obliquely 
across the cell, two below these between the median nervules, 
and three before the apex. Posterior wing with four semi- 
transparent spots beyond the middle. 

Underside as above, except that the outer half of both 
wings is rufous, that the anterior wing has a large white 
spot near the anal angle, and that the posterior wing has a 
blue spot bordered with black within and near the end of the 
cell, and that there is a band of five pale blue spots (larger 
than above) beyond the middle. 

;Exp. 2^ inches. 

Size and general appearance of H. Sergestus of Cramer. 

131. Hesperia Canuenta. 

Upperside rufous-brown. Anterior wing paler from the 
middle to the outer margin, paler still (almost white) between 
the branches from the subcostal nervure : the nervures dark 
brown. Posterior wing paler at the apex. 

Underside. Anterior wing pale yellow with the base, 
the apex, the nervures, and lines between those near the 
apex dark brown. Posterior wing rufous at the base, grey- 
brown beyond : the nervures and lines between them dark 
brown. 

Exp. 2 inches. 

Unlike any other species. 



132. Hesperia albofimbriata. 

Upperside dark brown. Anterior wing marked by three 
minute transparent white spots : one between the second and 
third branches of the median nervure, the other two together 
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before the apex : the fringe narrow, dull white. Posterior 
wing with the fringe broad and white, 

Undersidi!: as above, except that there are three minute 
pale blue spots beyond the middle of the posterior wing. 

Exp. 1^ inch. 

The broad white fringe of the posterior wing forms a 
distinctive character for this species. 

133. Hesperia variegata. 

Upperside dark brown, with some of the spots of the 
underside slightly traced. 

Underside rufous-brown : a line touching the subcostal 
nervure from the base to the middle yellow : a spot on the 
middle of the costal margin, a subapical spot, and the outer 
margin from the middle to the anal angle orange-yellow : a 
band of three irregular spots of yellow from the middle of the 
inner margin towards the apex : a trifid spot near the apex, 
a spot near it, and a spot below it lilac. Posterior wing 
with three oblong spots near the base, a band of seven spots 
below the middle (the central spot linear), and three spots 
near the outer margin all lilac: two apical spots and the 
inner margin (which is broad) yellow. 

Exp. 1^ inch. 

Most like H, callineura of Felder, but larger. 

134. Hesperia Hesia. 

Upperside dark brown. Anterior wing with the costal 
margin from the base to the middle and a similar band touch- 
ing the submedian nervure (which terminates in a small tri- 
angular yellow spot) rufous : an oblique bifid band at the 
middle and a small subapical spot semitransparent pale 
yellow. Posterior wing rufous : with the margins brown : 
marked by an oblong spot of brighter colour near the costal 
margin towards the apex. 
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Underside rufous : the nervures of paler colour. An- 
terior wing with the base dark brown. Posterior wing crossed 
towards the costal margin from the base to the outer margin 
by a straight band of yellow. 

Exp. 1^ inch. 

Very much like hotemon vittatm of Felder. 



135. Hesperia Boeta. 

Upperside rufous orange with the outer margins brown. 
Anterior wing with the costal margin brown, narrow : marked 
near the middle by an oblique black line as in the males of 
other species. 

Underside. Anterior wing dark brown where the wings 
meet. Posterior wing green-yellow, crossed from the base to 
the outer margin by two broad bands of white : the fringe 
white traversed by a band of darker colour. 

Exp. 1 inch. 

Very like H, lineola on the upperside, but with the costal 
and outer mai^ins straight, the apex acute. Like An- 
ciloxipha melaneura of Felder on the underside. 



136. Eudamus Cynapes. 

Upperside dark brown, rufous on the posterior wing. 
Anterior wing crossed from the costal margin before its 
middle to near the anal angle by a broad central equal 
glossy transparent band of white divided by the nervures 
into five parts, and before the apex by a curved transparent 
band divided by the nervures into six spots, the last two 
spots minute and separate. Posterior wing elongated at the 
middle. 

Underside as above, except that both wings are irro- 
rated with ochreous-yellow, especially near the base and 
inner margin of the posterior wing, that there is a yellow 
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spot below the central band of the anterior wing, and a linear 
pale spot at the end of the cell of the posterior wing. 
Exp. 2^ inches. 

The antennae of this species are unusually short, and some- 
what resemble those of Pterogospidea. 

137. Eudamus Centrites. 

Uppbrsidb dark rufous-brown. Anterior wing trian- 
gular : a spot in the cell and a band beyond the middle 
(broken at the median nervure) dark brown : three minute 
transparent white spots near the apex. Posterior wing elon- 
gated at the anal angle : crossed beyond the middle by a 
band of brown. 

Underside as above, except that the anterior wing is 
irrorated with ochreous-yellow towards the outer margin, 
and that the whole of the posterior wing is thus irrorated, 
except towards the anal angle, where it is altogether yellow. 

Exp. 2-^ inches. 

Near to E. Anaphus of Cramer. 

138. Pterygospidea tnmcata. 

Upperside pale grey-brown.^ Anterior wing with the 
costal margin convex, sinuated near the apex, which is acute : 
the outer margin truncated, protruded between the median 
nervules, sinuated near the anal angle : marked by several 
central transparent white spots : one (bifid) on the costal 
margin, one in the cell forming three sides of a square, five 
below these placed obliquely across the wing, two of them below 
the first branch of the median nervure, two (the largest) be- 
tween these branches, and one (minute) towards the apex : two 
subapical spots, one trifid, the other and lowest spot minute : 
a broad submarginal band of dark brown near the apex and 
anal angle. Posterior wing with a white line near the base, 
followed by a broad band of brown, a brown spot and suf- 
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fused band of brown at the middle, and linear brown spots 
at the apex and anal angle. 

Underside. Anterior wing as above, except that the 
base is pale blue. Posterior wing blue-white, with the outer 
margin pale brown. 

Exp. IJ inch. 

More angular in form than any other species known to 
me. 

139. Leucochitonea flavofasciata. 

Upperside dark brown. Anterior wing crossed trans- 
versely before the middle by a band of orange-yellow. 

Underside. Both wings with the basal half white and 
yellow : clouded with brown on the anterior wing and in- 
cluding the transverse band, its border irregular on the 
posterior wing. 

Exp. li inch. 

Unlike any other species. 

140. Leucochitonea Thoria. 

Upperside dark brown. Both wings crossed at the 
middle by a band of yellow- white, narrow at its commence- 
ment on the costal margin of the anterior wing, broadest at 
the middle of the posterior wing. Anterior wing with three 
or four indistinct spots between the white band and the outer 
mai^in. 

Underside. Anterior wing as above. Posterior wing 
grey-white from the base to the white band : a series of in- 
distinct submarginal white spots. 

Exp. 1-^ inch. 

Very near to L. unifasciata of Felder, but differs from it in 
having the club of the antentue white, the central band more 
angular where the wings meet, and in being without the 
subapical minute white spots. 
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141. Leucochitonea Thestia. 



Upperside. Male, — Dark brown. Both wings crossed 
before the middle by an irregular broad band of white com- 
menciog on the costal margin of the anterior wing^ and 
ending on the inner margin of the posterior wing, divided 
into six parts on the anterior wing : two above the subcostal 
nervure, one in the cell, the fourth triangular, projecting 
outwardly beyond the rest. Anterior wing crossed beyond 
the middle by two bands of very obscure spots. 

Underside as above, except that the band is broader, 
and that the base of both wings is irrorated with white. 

Female like the male, except that the 
anterior wing is crossed above (instead of the white band) 
by a series of obscure grey spots, and that both wings on the 
underside are crossed by two bands (one submarginal) of 
spots more distinctly marked than on the male. 

Exp. l^inch. 

Unlike any other species. The female, although dissimilar 
above, from the absence of the band on the upperside of the 
anterior wing, has it below. 



142. Leucochitonea Laoma. 

Upperside. Anterior wing brown: darker from the 
middle of the costal margin to the apex : a band of grey 
near the base : a large spot before the middle divided by the 
nervui'es and brown lines into eight parts : three above the 
subcostal nervure, and one (large and triangular) below the 
median nervure : • a distinct spot and trifid band below these : 
an oblique band of six spots (except one, which is lilac-grey) 
from the triangular spot to near the apex, and a small spot 
on the costal margin all white : a broad submarginal band of 
grey marked by two brown spots. Posterior wing rufous- 
brown, with a large trifid white spot at the costal margin : 
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some indistinct submarginal spots of brown bordered on both 
sides with paler colour. 

Underside. Anterior wing with the basal half white. 
Posterior wing white with the base grey-blue : a spot at the 
end of the cell^ a band at the middle^ a submarginal band 
(as above), and the outer margin brown. 

Exp. ly^^inch. 

Resembles most L. Laccma of Hewitson, but is without the 
angular wings of that species. 



Supplementary Species. 

143. Euterpe Eurigania. 

Upferside pale yellow. Antmor wing with the base, 
the costal margin, the apex (where it occupies half the wing 
and is crossed by two or three yellow spots) and the outer 
margin dark brown : the inner border of the brown sinu- 
ated four times where it meets the central yellow, which, 
together with black nervures, it divides into four parts, one 
of which is within the cell. Posterior wing with the outer 
margin (which is marked by a series of yellow triangular 
spots), the nervures near it and at the base dark brown. 

Underside rufous-brown. Anterior wing as above, 
except that there is a fourth minute spot in the subapical 
band, three large spots at the apex, and a marginal series of 
hastate spots all pale yellow. Posterior wing with the basal 
half yellow, divided by the nervures, a line in the cell, and a 
line near the submedian nervure into eleven or twelve parts : 
the base itself brown marked by four spots, three of which are 
linear : a series of hastate spots on the outer margin, and at 
the point of each a conical spot all yellow : two minute spots 
of the same colour above the anal angle. 

Exp. 1^ inch. 
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This species was given to me some years ago by Dr. Kaden, 
in whose collection it then stood, if my memory does not 
deceive me, under a manuscript name. His specimens are 
of a somewhat darker yellow, and have the outer margin of 
the posterior wing broader. ^^tZ :Pp'ti<4^^ 



144. Fieris Philoma. 

Upperside. Male, — Dark brown. Anterior wing with 
the base of the inner margin grey-blue : a large trifid spot 
before the middle (one part within the cell) and a bifid spot 
halfway between this and the apex white. Posterior wing 
grey-blue, with the outer margin very broadly brown. 

Underside. Anterior wing as above, except that the 
costal margin is yellow, and that the apex is silvery white 
intersected by black nervures. Posterior wing silver-white : 
the base yellow : the nervures and lines between them black. 

Exp. 1^ inch. 

Very nearly allied to P. c<BB%a, but with the imderside of 
P. stamnata. >^ -fto^v^ 

146. Ithomia Lycora. a> . ^ 

Upperside. Male, — ^Transparent white : the margins of 
both wings broadly dark brown : the nervures slender, black. 
Anterior wing with the spur at the end of the cell from the 
second discocellular nervure : two dull white apical spots. 
Posterior wing with the nervures as in /. Inachia, 

Underside as above, except that both wings have a sub- 
marginal series of white spots. 

Exp. 1-^ inch. 

The least of the Ccruo group, and unlike them all in its 
neuration. 
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It is now nearly eight years ago since Mr. Buckley brought 
home his celebrated collection of butterflies from Ecuador. 
Since then he has been wandering about Bolivia, and is now 
returned to his old productive quarters. Before starting again 
for Canelos he visited a new district which he calls Jima, '^ a 
long way in the interior towards Loja/' where he collected 
more than two thousand butterflies, but, being unwilling to 
risk the whole, has selected from them and sent me those only 
which he believes to be rare or new. Amongst these I find 
thirty-five new species, five of which, Lycanida and Hesperida, 
I have left undescribed. One of the most remarkable things in 
the collection is the Paphiafalcata described by HopflFer, which 
bears striking resemblance on the upperside to the blue-banded 
Preponas. The collection contains Morpho Jutuma also.

In addition to two new species oiLeptalia Mr. Buckley has 
succeeded in sending me two of the species already known 
which I most coveted — L. Khetes, of remarkable form, now in 
the collection of Mr. Oberthur, and figured in the second 
volume of the ^ Exotic Butterflies,' and L. hypocista, figured by 
Felderin the voyage of the ^Novara.' Felder figures the 
female lai^ely sufiiised with yellow on the upperside. Mr. 
Buckley sends the male, which resembles L. Medora on the 
fore wing. . 

1. Leptalis Medorilla. 

Upperside. MaU, — Dark brown. Anterior wing with 
a large quinquefid yellow spot below the middle of the costal 
margin, and three separate and equidistant spots of the same 
colour near the apex. Posterior wing with the costal margin 
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where it meets the upper wing dull orange-yellow, crossed 
below it by a straight band of five yellow spots. 

Underside steel-grey, clouded with brown, which is 
irrorated with yellow : the yellow spots and bands as above, 
but palqr on the posterior wing. 

Female like the male, except that the ante- 
rior wing has a small yellow spot between the first and second 
median nervules, that the large yellow spot is lengthened into 
a band, and that the posterior wing has a second short band 
of yellow from the base.

2. Leptalis Ela. 

Uppersidb. Male. — Dark brown. Anterior wing crossed 
by three bands of pale yellow — one from the base to the middle 
. of the wing, one beyond the middle oblique, the third near 
the apex: the inner margin also yellow. Posterior wing 
yellow : the costal margin grey-white, the outer margin (which 
has a short irrorated yellow band near the anal angle) dark 
brown. 

Underside yellow* Both wings with a submf^rginal 
smes of white spots. Anterior wing as above^ except that 
the inn^ margin is grey-white. Posterior wing with a band 
of dark brown parallel to the costal margin, the broad sub- 
nfiai^nal band traversed by a band of yellow, the blaok bands 
united at the apex. 

Exp. 2^ inches. 

Very near to L. Pintheus {Eumelia), but of much greater 
expanse, the fore wing narrower and of different form. 



HELICONIDiE. 

Amongst the Heliconida there are a few good species. The 
Eutresis imitatrix of Dr. Staudinger, the new Afhesis which I 
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have now described, and the rare Heliconia Cassandra. In 
Ithomia there are fifty species^ and amongst them ten that 
are new : several of them which, though at once seen to be 
good species, yet, having nothing but their size and neuration 
by which to distinguish them from each other, are very diffi- 
cult to characterize by description. I hope to figure them. 

3. Athesis Oligsrrtis. 

Upperside. Female transparent white : the antennae, 
nervures, and margins (except the basal half of the costal 
margin of the anterior wing which is rufous) black. Ante- 
rior wing with a band at the end of the cell and a shorter 
band near the apex black : an indistinct band between the 
discoidal nervures near the outer margin : the costal mai^in 
marked by three small white spots : the outer margin tra- 
versed by an indistinct rufous band. Posterior wing crossed 
from the outer margin near the apex to the first branch of 
the median nervure by a band of black. 

Underside as above, except that all the bands are 
rufous, and that there are two white spots near the apex of 
the anterior wing, and one near the apex of the posterior 
wing. 
Exp. 2^ inches. 

Near to A. DercylUdas, but abundantly distinct. 

4. Ithomia melanoptera. 

Upperside. Female, — Black : antennae black : the cell 
of both wings transparent. Anterior wing with the costal 
margin rufous : a submarginal band of semitransparent indis- 
tinct bifid spots. Posterior wing with the inner margin near 
the base transparent. 

Underside as above, except that the anterior wing has 
the costal margin, which is broad, some rays below it, and a 
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series of spots on the outer margin rufous^ and that the pos- 
terior wing has a submarginal series of quadrate rufous spots. 
Exp. 2r^ inches. 

Near to /. Selene, and of the same neuration. 



5. Ithomia inelegans. 

Upperside. Female. — ^Transparent, tinted with lilac: 
the antennae^ the nervures^ and margins^ which are all broad^ 
black. Anterior wing with the band at the end of the cell 
irregular, protruded to the left, the outer margin dentated 
inwardly at the nervures. Posterior wing with an undefined 
spot at the end of the cell : the outer margin very broad, 
dentated inwardly. 

Underside as above, except that all the margins are 
rufous, and that both wings have a submarginal series of bifid 
white spots. 

Exp. 3 inches. 

May be a variety of /. JEgineta, Has the neuration of 
/. Makrena. 

6. Ithomia cnudf era. 

Upperside. Female. — ^Transparent: antennae black. 
Anterior wing rufescent : the costal margin and nervures 
rufous : the band at the end of the cell, which is cruciform, 
and the outer margin, which is dentated at the nervures and 
marked by two white spots, dark brown. Posterior wing with 
the nervures, a narrow band at the end of the cell, the costal 
margin, the outer margin (which is very broad between the 
second median nervule and the discoidal nervure and marked 
by two white spots) black. 

Exp. 2^ inches. 

In general appearance most like /. Theudelinda, with the 
neuration of /. Aniea. 
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7. Ithomia Larilla^ 

Upperside. Male. — ^Transparent^ slightly rufous: the 
antennae^ the nervures, and margins black. Anterior wing 
with a short irregular black band at the end of the cell : the 
costal margin beyond it to the apex transparent : the outer 
margin dentated inwardly at the second and third median 
nervules. Posterior wing with a black band at the end of the 
cell : the outer margin broad^ marked by two or three scarcely 
seen white spots^ and dentated at the nervures. 

Underside as above, except that there are three white 
spots at the apex of the anterior wing, and a marginal series 
of six similar spots on the posterior wing. 

Exp. ir^Q inches. 

Neuration of/, excelsa. ^ 



8. Ithomia Perasippa. 

Upperside. Male. — ^Transparent rufous-white : the an- 
tennae and the nervures black: the outer margins brown, 
narrow. Anterior wing with the costal margin rufous : the 
discocellular nervures long, in a straight line, very oblique, 
tending inwards from a small yellow spot on the costal margin, 
the angle near the median nervure. Posterior wing rufous 
near the inner margin, with the angle of the discocellular 
nervure unusually prominent. 

Underside as above, except that all the margins are 
rufous. 

Exp. 2JJ inches. 

Most like /. Lorica in size and shape. Neuration of 
/. Apuleia.

9. Ithomia Scantilla. 

Uppeeside. Male, — ^Transparent, slightly tinted with 
lilac : the antenna, nervures, and margins (which are narrow) 
black. Anterior wing with the discocellular nervures (which 
are long and oblique and slightly thickened) tending inwards 
from a rather long white spot on the costal margin. 

XJNDEasiDE as above, except that the margins are all 
rufous, and that the costal margin of the posterior wing is 
yellow at the base. 

Female like the male, except that there is 
a distinct narrow band at the end of the cell, a large white 
spot beyond it, and a submai^inal series of five less distinct 
white spots, and that the apex of each wing on the underside 
has a white spot.

An- 
terior wing tinted with lilac, its base and the posterior wing 
tinted with orange, the margins black : the discocellular ner- 
vure slightly thickened, oblique, tending inwards from the 
costal margin where there is an indistinct white spot. 
Posterior wing with the nervures rufous, except towards the 
outer margin, where they are black. 

Underside as above, except that the margins are rufous, 
that each wing has a single white spot at the apex, and that 
the base of the posterior wing is yellow.

Anterior wing with the nervures and margins 
dark brown, except the costal margin and median nervure to 
its first branch, which are rufous. Posterior wing with ner- 
vures and margins dark brown, except the discocellular ner- 
vule, which is rufous, with the angle large and prominent.

Underside as above, except that the margins are rufous, 
with the exception of the costal margin of the posterior wing, 
which is yellow.

Neuration of /. Selene 

14. Ithomia Hara. 

Ufperside. Female. — Transparent, slightly tinted with 
lilac: the nervures and margins (which are broad) black. 
Anterior wing crossed at the end of the cell by a broad equal 
black band, followed on the costal margin by a small white 
spot, and below it and near the outer margin by very indis- 
tinct white spots. 

Underside as above, except that the margins are all 
rufous, that the anterior wing has three small white spots at 
the apex, and that the posterior wing has six in pairs.

Neuration the same as the female of /. Zerlina,

15. Acrsa Ara. 

Upperside dark brown, slightly tinted with green. An- 
terior wing palest from the base to the middle, where it is 
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crossed by a curved band of five white spots^ the lowest of 
which is at the anal angle. Posterior wing with the nervures 
and lines between them black. 

Underside ochreous-yellow : the base of the anterior 
wing tinted with lilac : the central band broad, not in spots, 
as above : the apex and the whole of the posterior wing with 
the nervures and lines between them black. 

Exp. 2^ inches. 

Nearest to A. Hylonome and A. albofasdata. 



NYMPHALIDiE. 

16. Argyimis Snnides. 

Upperside dark brown, crossed by four bands of fiilvous 
spots : the third band of both wings composed of oval spots, 
three of which are marked with black : the fourth band of 
the anterior wing is of hastate and lunular spots. 

Underside. Anterior wing fulvous-yellow : three bands 
in the cell, a zigzag transverse band before the middle, two 
spots, a submarginal undulate band, and a linear spot near 
the apex black : the apex and outer margin grey, clouded 
with brown. Posterior wing grey- white, clouded with brown : 
four spots near the base, three spots (two bordered above 
with white) between the median nervure and the inner 
margin, and a submarginal band dentate on its outer border, 
all dark brown. 

Exp. 1t^ inch. 

This belongs to the Chili group of Argynnis, and resembles 
A. lathonuAdes on its underside. 

In the genus Catagramma there are two species only that are 
worth notice, the rare C. Ceryx and the' one described below, 
which is singularly different from any hitherto known species.

Upfbrsibe dark brown. Anterior wing with a short 
linear band at the base^ a broad equal band on the inner 
margin from the base of the median nervnre to near the anal 
angle^ and a lar^e trifid spot near the apex all ultramarine 
blue : the fringe spotted with white. Posterior wing with a 
submarginal band of irrorate blue spots from the anal angle 
to the middle. 

Underside dark brown. Anterior wing with the base 
ochreous-yellow : the apex yellow, bordered on the outer 
margin by black, spotted with white : a white spot on the 
costal margin beyond the middle : the inner margin broadly 
grey-brown. Posterior wing rufous-yellow, crossed trans- 
versely at and below the middle by two linear nearly parallel 
black bands.

18. PronopMIa Kianoclea. 

Ufperside dark-brown, rufous near the anal angle of the 
posterior wing. 

Underside. Anterior wing dark brown, with a short 
white band on the costal margin beyond its middle, the apex 
rufous. Posterior wing rufous, undulate with brown, crossed 
from the middle of the costal margin (where it is irrorated 
with white) by a forked band of paler colour, one branch of 
which proceeds to the anal angle, the other to the middle of 
the outer margin, which is of the same colour as the band : a 
submarginal series of four or five black spots, each marked by 
a white spot.

Unlike any other species. 
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19. PronopMla Phintia. 



Upperside dark rufoiis-brown. Anterior wing crossed 
by an irregular rufous curved band. Posterior wing crossed 
by an angular rufous band. 

Underside. Anterior wing as above^ except that there 
is a small pale brown spot in the cell^ and that the apex is 
broadly pale brown^ undulate with black. Posterior wing 
crossed transversely before the middle by a straight band 
of white : after the middle by a broad angular band of pale 
brown, bordered with white on its inner margin, broadest and 
dentate near the apex, undulated with brown, and marked 
near the costal margin by an eye-like black spot, with its 
centre white: two similar spots, but smaller, between the 
band and the outer margin. 

Exp. l-j^ inch. 

Scarcely differs from P. Parrhoebia on the upperside. 



20. Pronophila Prazia. 

Upperside dark rufous-brown, the outer margins darkest, 
the fringe spotted with white. Anterior wing crossed at the 
middle (parallel to the outer margin) by an equal rufous band. 
Posterior wing with a short rufous band from .the costal 
margin below its middle. 

Underside. Anterior wing as above, excepit that there 
is a small rufous spot at the middle of the cell, that the cen- 
tral band is white at its commencement on the costal margin 
and becomes much broader towards the inner margin, and 
that it is irrorated with white near the apex. Posterior wing 
dark brown, undulate throughout with white, and marked by 
a white spot at the middle of the costal margin. 

Exp. 2-1% inches. 
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The butterfly which I have described below is unlike any 
thing in my collection. 

I leave it to those who are more skilled in juxtaposition 
than I am to determine its nearest neighbours. 

ZABIRNIA, n. g. 

In size and shape somewhat like Catagramma. Head 
small. Eyes smooth. Palpi very long and slender, twice 
the length of the head, clothed with long hair. Antennae 
not half the length of the fore wing, terminating in a rather 
long club. 

Anterior wing with the costal margin slightly convex, 
the outer margin more so, the inner margin very straight. 
The costal nervure, which is considerably swollen at its base, 
extends beyond the middle of the costa ; the subcostal nervure 
has four branches, two before the end of the cell and two soon 
after it. The cell is a little longer than half the wing, and 
closed by three discocellular nervures, the first of which is 
short, the second tends inwards to a point and is angular, as 
in Pronophila and Ithomia ; the third joins the median ner- 
vure at the base of its third branch. 

Posterior wing with its outer margin semicircular, the 
cell closed, not half the length of the wing. 

21 Zabimia Zigomala. 

Upferside dark brown. Anterior wing with the basal 
half rufous-orange, the nervures black. 

Underside as above, except that it is of a paler brown : 
that the apical half of the anterior wing and the whole of the 
posterior wing have the nervures and lines between them 
black : that the anterior wing has two ochreous spots near the 
costal margin beyond its middle, and a round black spot be- 
tween the first and second median nervules : and that the 
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posterior wing is crossed beyond the middle^ parallel to the 
outer margin, by an indistinct band of paler colour than the 
rest of the wing. 

Exp. 2^ inches. 



ERYCINID^. 

Amongst the Erycinida there are several new species, as 
well as additional examples, of some of the choicest things 
which enriched the collection of 1869. Of the new things 
most worthy of notice there is a second species of Threnodes, 
which, like the first one, bears a remarkable resemblance to 
an Ithomia of the Cceno group. There is, too, a second 
species of Lucilla, but in form very different from L, 
Camissa. 

Amongst those previously known there is a female of Ery- 
etna formosissima, and specimens of Zeonia Xantippe, which 
do not differ from it, except that they are twice as large. 
There is a single example of the beautiful Mesene Margaretta, 
once in the British Museum. 



22. Mesosemia tenebricosa. 

Uppeesidb dark brown. Anterior wing with a black 
triguttate discal spot bordered by pale brown : crossed beyond 
the middle by a narrow band of white, which changes to pale 
brown as it reaches the anal angle. Posterior wing crossed 
beyond the middle by a band of pale brown. 

Underside as above, except that it is paler from the base 
to the bands, that the anterior wing has a curved rufous band 
bordered on both sides with black, and a brown spot between 
the discal spot and the inner margin, and that the posterior 
wing has a small biguttate discal spot, with between it and 
the base two bands of browii, and bordering the transverse 
band (which is here white) three undulate brown bands. 

Exp. l^ff inch. 
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23. Mesosemia bifasciata. 

Uppbrsidb. Male. — Blue-black. Both wings crossed 
beyond the middle by two broad parallel bands of indigo-blue. 
Anterior wing with the usual black discal spot bordered with 
blue, and marked by three minute white spots. 

Underside dark brown. Anterior wing indigo-blue in 
the middle : the discal spot as above, with a short black band 
between it and the base, two black spots below it, and a 
longer band outside of it also black : crossed by a submai^inal 
band of white. Posterior wing irrorate with white : a discal 
black spot marked by two minute white spots : crossed ob- 
liquely at the middle, from margin to margin, by a band of 
black : a very indistinct submarginal brown band. 
Exp. ItV inch. 

Most nearly allied to M, Meeda in the colouring of the 
upperside. 

24. Erycina Sepyra. 

Upperside blue-black. Both wings crossed from the 
costal margin of the anterior wing, a little below its middle, 
to the anal angle of the posterior wing by a common, equal, 
continuous band of dull scariet-red. 

Undersidu dark blue. Anterior wing with a scarlet spot 
near the anal angle. Posterior wing with the basal half lilac- 
blue, the nervures which intersect it black. 

Exp. l^ inch. 

25. LuciUa Suberra. 

Upperside. Male, — ^Dark brown. Anterior wing with 
a lai^e cordate scariet spot, covering nearly half of the wing, 
a little before the middle. 

Underside as above, except that it is.grey-green, with 
the nervures black. 
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Female on both sides grey-green, with a 
larger round orange spot beyond the middle of the wing, 
Exp. cf 1& ? li inch. 

In form nearly like Limnas, 



26. Symmachia Snevia. 

Both sides. Male. — Orange. Anterior wing, with the 
costal margin, apex, and part of the outer margin broadly 
black, crossed on the costal margin by four bands, by four 
spots, and on the outer margin by six linear spots, all pale 
yellow, marked below the bands of the costal margin by four 
black spots. Posterior wing with some central spots: the 
apex and two submarginal rows of spots all black. 

Exp. 1^0 inch. 

Most nearly allied to S. rubina, but much more beautiful. 



37. Charis Subota. 

XJpPERSipE white. Both wing^ crossed by six bands of 
brown : the fourth and fifth bands broken into spots and 
united at the anal angle, the sixth or submarginal band tra- 
versed by a silvery blue line : the fringe white. 

Exp. 1-^ inch. 

28. Emesis sinuatos. 

Uppebside. Dark brown, marked by numerous black 
spots, and crossed below the middle by a common band of 
grey : the fringe white. Anterior wing with a grey spot at 
the apex. • . 

Underside as above, except that it is of a uniform grey- 
brown. 

Exp. 1^ inch. 
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In shape this species resembles E, angularis, but is not 
half the size. ' Like it^ it is sinuated below the apex of the 
anterior wing, and angular at the middle of the posterior 
wing. 

29. Metacharis Syloes. 

Uppersidb. Female, — Green-brown, with numerous 
black spots from the base to the middle : the outer margin 
broadly rufous-brown, traversed by a series of black spots 
separated by silver lines. 

Underside as above, except that the submarginal black 
spots are bordered with orange at the apex of both wings. 

Exp. \^Q inch. 

30. Threnodes Trochois. 

Ufperside. Female. — Semitransparent grey, with the 
nervures and the outer margins, which are broad, black. 
Anterior wing with a submarginal series of seven white spots. 
Posterior wing with the inner margin scarlet. 

Underside as above, except that the posterior wing is 
white, and has a white spot at the base.
